F. Olin Stockwell will speak at 8' 
m. Tuesday at the Methodist 
church of Antioch. 

This is the first in a series of five 
Tuesday evening lenten addresess 
at the church. Mr. Stockwell was 
one of the last missionaries to leave 
Communist China. He will share 
his experiences through 22 months' 
imprisonment in Communist China, 
including nine months of brain- 
washing. 

The theme of his address will be 
"With God in Red China" which is 
also the title of his book published 
by Harper & Brothers, 1953. The 
cover jacket of the book tells that 
his book deals with such questions 
as: "What makes Communism 
click?" ... . "What Is Happening to 
the church in China?" . . . "Why did 
Chiang's government collapse?" The 
publisher in evaluating the book 
also evaluates the talk when he 
says: 

"Significant as this topical infor- 
mation is, nevertheless this book's 
greatest interest and value lies in 
the story it has to tell of what hap- 
pened inside a man confronting a 
continual hatred and -hostility. Here 
is the moving testimony of how he 
wrung victory out of defeat and 
found again the tremendous sustain- 
ing power of his Christian faith." 

Mr. Stockwell is a graduate of 
Garrett Biblical Institute in Evan- 
ston, 111., and volunteered for mis- 
sionary work in China in 1929. 
Both he and his wife Esther will 
be present and ample time will be 
allowed for discussion following 
the address. Those persons in the 
community who are interested to 
hear Rev. Stockwell are invited 
to attend. An offering for missions 
will be received. ■ » 



A decision to report to the Anti- 
och Lions club on March 14Jh was 
made at a meeting of the Swim- 
ming Pool committee last night. It 
is believed that by that time a suf- 
ficient number of replies will have 
been received to give a truly repre- 
sentative picture of the wishes of a 
large cross section of township resi- 
dents. 

Replies are coming in at a good 
rate in answer to a mass mailing 
made early last week, but a large 
number of residents have not as 
yet returned their questionnaires, 
and it is urged that this be done at 
once in order that the best possible 
picture of the wishes of the majority 
can be included in the report. 

Replies received thus far indi- 
cate that from a financial view the 
pool is well within the realm of pos- 
sibility, but the committee feels that 
more replies from prospective users 
of the pool will be helpful in influ- 
encing a decision favorable to con- 
struction of the pool. 

Analysis of replies to the mail- 
ing is a lengthy job which can not 
be finished - until a later., date, 
when replies are more complete, but 
a scanning of the results shows that 
the replies fall roughly into three 
categories. A large percentage are 
wholeheartedly in favor of the proj- 
ect and indicate that they will be 
purchasers of revenue bonds to help 
finance the pool. One Antioch cou- 
ple wrote the following on their 
questionnaire: "We live in the heart 
of the lake region and yet have no 
place to swim. We think that it 
something of the sort, to be able 
to pay a yearly membership fee, or 
something of the cort, and be able 
to have the use of a pool. We're 
behind the project 100 per cent and 
are willing to work like 'mad' for 
it." 

A Chicago man, who is a summer 
resident here had the following to 
say, along with an indication that 
he would purchase $500 or more in 
bonds: "Very excel^nt idea. .With. 
Antioch growing-like it is, the juve-r 
nile problem increases. I hope 
you folks can see it to completion 1 
in the very near future." 

About one quarter of the replies 
indicated interest in providing a 
pool; -but asked that more data on 
the" size, shape, location and oper- 
ation of the pool be furnished. While 
thTsu. information would be very 
worthwhile, it is explained that the 
'survey underway is of a preliminary 
nature, and that these questions can 
not be answered at this time, It 
will be necessary to complete the 
survey, tabulate the returns, and 
estimate the needs of the commun- 
ity before a decision on any of these 
can be reached. ■ 

About 20 per cent of the replies: 
are either negative or show no in- 
terest in the pool, project. This was* 
expected, since the letters were sent- 
to all real estate owners of the* 
township, many of whom* have- 
moved away or have no interest in 
the region. 

Dr. G. W. Jensen, co-chairman of' 
the committee said today that he 
was hopeful that a large number 
of replies would be received during 
the next two weeks. This would, 
he said, insure a sufficiently high 
percentage of representation of the 
population to make the report which 
will be given March 14th authentic 
and comprehensive.

Economic Highlights 

The problem of chronic - illness is a tragic and 
serious one. Nearly 5,300,000 people suffer from it 
and require long-term care. Including those with 
hardening of the arteries, diabetes, arthritis, paraly- 
sis, and protracted illnesses resulting from injury." 

Over a period of years the Commission on 
Chronic Illness — which was founded through joint 
action of the American Hospital Association, Ameri- 
can Medical Association, American Public Health 
Association, and American Public Welfare Associa- 
tion — has been studying the problem and framing 
conclusions and recommendations based on the ex- 
perience and knowledge of many people. 

The Commission's complete report has not yet 
Tjcen published. A short time ago, however, it issued 
u partial report dealing with the planning of facili- 
ties to care for chronically ill people. This is par- 
ticularly timely now, because of recent amendments 
to the Hill-Burton Act, providing for Federal aid in 
construction of hospitals and related institutions. 

Here, in brief, are some of the Commission's 
findings: 

Care and prevention are inseparable. Those as- 
suming care of the long-term, patient have the obli- 
gation to apply early diagnosis and prompt treat- 
ment in order to prevent aggravation of the disability. 

The cost of programs should be measured first 
in terms of human values, of effectiveness, and of 
productivity. The most economical care is that 
which most quickly -and as fully as possible returns 
the patient to health. 

Adequate institutional facilities for these patients 
arc necessary and areas which do not have them 
should provide them. At the same time the Com- 
mission feels that major emphasis should be placed 
on care in and around the home. 

Behabilitation services are extremely important, 
and programs, institutions and personnel must be 
aggressively rehabilitation-minded. 

The personal relationship between long-term 
patient and physician should be strengthened. The 
agency should not be regarded as a substitute for 
the personal physician, 

No pattern for organizing services fits all com- 
munities. Planning should be based on local regional 
iacts as to needs, population, financial capacity, etc. 

Planning must be directed to the needs of all 
long-term patients, and not limited by racial, eco- 
nomic, cultural or other such considerations. It 
should also take into account the services now avail- 
able to special groups, such as veterans and members 
of fraternal orders. 

Personnel shortages constitute a major block to 
improvement of care of the chronically ill. The so- 
lution lies in better recruitment, assistance with the 



costs of education, higher salaries, and other induce- 
ments, 

The Commission also suggests that medical and 
health insurance and prepayment plans should ex- 
tend coverage to allow benefits in chronic illness, and , 
that more tax funds should be allotted to institu- 
tions for the care of these patients, 

The problem Is difficult. But concrete steps, 
based on a wealth of factual information as well as 
qualified opinion, arc being taken to solve it.

County Judge MInard E. Hulsc 
president of the Crippled Chil- 
dren's Aid Association of Lake 
county, today announced plans for 
the 1955 Easter Seal sale program. 

He said Easter Seals will be 
moiled out early next month to 
54,000 Lake County families, along 
with a letter and brochure ' ex- 
plaining the association's aid-to-the- 
handicapped program.

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Legislative Report 



Your State Senator Reports 

By . 

State Senator Robert McClory 

TSJew members of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly don't know very 
much about law-making. That does 
not mean that the 47 new members 
in both Houses of our States Legis- 
lature arc not valuable nor that 
they will not serve well. 

But, at the outset the new experi- 
ence is quite overwhelming. 

Until about 12 years ago, a new 
legislator was on his own when he 
arrived in Springfield. He learned 
by observing and from his own mis- 
takes. In fact, he was expected 
to remain practically mute during 
his first session in the hope that he 
would learn by just looking on. 
This was changed after Noble Lee, 
Dean of the John Marshall Law 
School of Chicago was elected to 
the; Illinois House Jn 1942. Repre- 
sentative Lee; ihunscJi' a profound 
student of American, history and of 
the American political system, de- 
cided ; that new members of the 
State Legislaturc'should be schooled' 
in their new jobs, Accordingly, he 
organized meetings* of "first-timers" 
to acquaint the newly elected Legis- 
lators with our Stale government 
and with their functions and pre- 
rogatives as law makers. 

This year, when almost 20 per 
cent of the members are without 
any previous legislative experience, 
the school for new legislators is of 
extreme importance. Two classes 
(dinner meetings) have already 
been held, and 3 more have been 
arranged for coming weeks of the 
present session. 

At the first meeting the new 
members met with Governor Strat- 
ton, Lt. Governor Chapman, Speak- 
er of the House, Warren Wood, pres- 
ident pro tern, Arthur Bidwell of 
the Senate, and the majority leaders 
and minority ' loaders" of both the 
Illinois Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

The Governor's legislative pro- 
gram had already been announced, 
but the position of the Governor in 
our system, his aims and purposes, 
indeed, his function in the legisla- 
tive process, including his veto 
power, became clear as the new 
members learned about these sub- 
jects straight from the Governor's 
own mouth. 

It was explained -that there was 
historic significance in the fact that 
the Lt. Governor, a member of the 
Executive department, was presid- 
ing officer of the State Senate, a 
part of the legislative branch of our 
government. It was recalled that 
the King presided over the English 
"House of Lords." 

The Speaker of the House, who is 
completely independent of the Ex- 
ecutive, was shown to be an out- 
growth of the "Speaker" for the feu- 
dal lords who persuaded King John 
to grant Magna Carta in the year 
1215. 

The othor legislative leaders, in 
turn, described their offices and of- 
fered the hand of friendship and as- 
sistance of which each newly elect- 
ed member has special need. 

At the next "Class," new mem- 
bers learned about the great legis- 
lative aids at their disposal. For in- 
stance, the fact finding services of 
the Legislative Council, and the bill 
drafting facilities of the Legislative 
Reference Bureau were described.

quaint our new law makers with the 
Code departments in the executive 
branch, such as the departments of 
Revenue, Public ^Welfare, Public 
Safety, etc. ••-'.'<
